N NEW CAPITOL 


Governor-Elect Arranges to Oc- 
cupy Suite in. Unfinished 


Building After Taking Oath. 
TO BE COMPLETED IN MAY 


Tentative Plans Are to Dedicate 
the New Structure on 
July 4. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the Pest- 
Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 21.—Gov- 
ernor-elect Gardner has entered into au 
agreement with the John Gill & Sons 
company, which is erecting the new 
State Capitol, under which the inaugura- 
tion ceremonies, Jan. 8, will “be held in 
the unfinished building, and Gardner, 
upon taking the office of Governor, wiil 
move into a suite of unfinished rooms in 
the building. The Governor-elect has 
announced a determination never to oc- 
cupy the old offices in the temporary 
capitol. 

Meantime, Gov. Major has arranged to 
perform the first official act in the new 
building. He has in course of preparu- 
tion hig last legislative message. ..He 
will sign it in the new capitol the latter, 
part of next week and then will make 
it public. 

It is customary for the Board of Per- 
manent Seat of Government, which ir- 
cludes the Governor, Secretary of State, 
Attorney-General, Auditor and Treasur- 
er to perfect the inaugural arrange- 
ments, but this year the Governior-elect 
has taken the matter largely into his 
own hands and has reached a private 
agreement with the contractor. 

No Official Action. 

The new Capitol Commission will have’ 
nothing to do with the granting of per- 
mission for the inaugural ceremonies :o 
be held in the new building for fear that 
it could be construed as an acceptance 
of the building from the contractor. 

The commission, however, has in- 
formed the Governor-elect and the con- 
tractor that it has no objection to their 
agreement and as a result it has been 
determined that Gardner shall be in- 
augurated in a large historical museum 
on the first floor and about the center 
of the west end of the building. This 
room is nearly completed. Several thou- 
sand persons can be seated in it. 

The Governor's suite on the second 
floor will not be in condition for occu- 
pancy for several weeks, and it has 
been arranged that the Governor-elect 
will: move into the suite designed for 
the State Public Service Commission on 
the first floor. These rooms are nearly 
completed. 

It is expected that the entire building 
will be finished and ready to tarn over 
to the State about May 1, and the tenta~ 
tive plan is for its dedication July 4. 
More than 600 men are work daily on 
the interior, all of ‘the exterior work, 
with the exception of the stone balus- 
trade and terrace, being finishéd. 

Question Over Acceptance. 

Whether the Capitol Commission will 
accept the building without requiring 
the replacement of many large stones in 
the outer walls is a question being given 
much consideration in Jefferson City. 

Many of the stones show large stains 
from a salt solution used to prevent the 
possible cracking of the stones from 
water freezing in the holes cut in. the 
stones to facilitate their handling. It 
ie contended by the contractor that the 
salt stains will bear and will not 
damage the “stone. fe are Others 
who say that the stains never will disap- 
pear and that some ‘Yaboratory tests 
have shown that fn. ¢ime the’ salt ‘eolu-} 
tion causes a disintegration of the stone. |

Statistics From 1 2Gauges. 

Prof. Ohle compiled his statistics from 
12 gauges, set in different parts of. the 
city. The average monthly soot-fall over 
the city, in the six months, was 43.7 
tons to the square mile. The heaviest 
fall was at Third street and Washing- 
ton avenue, near the Eads Bridge ap- 
proach and the mouth of the Terminal 
tunnel. This was 73.21 tons. The next 
heaviest was at De Baliviere and Water- 
man ‘avenues, 72.43 tons. This is near 
the Wabash and Rock Island tracks, and 
ijn an apartment-house neighborhood. 

The smaliest fall of soot in any of 
the 12 stations was at Sarah street and 
Maffitt avenue, where a monthly fall of 
$2.27 tons to the square mile was shown. 

In the month ending Nov. 5, as shown 
by the gauges at the same 12 stations, 
the average rate throughout the city 
was 87.35 tons to the square mile. 

Analysis showed that the 20,000 tons 
of soot distributed over the city in the 
six-months period contained 13,060- tons 
of ash, 5450 tons of fixed carbon, 600 tons 
of tar and 900 tons of iron.

These terms are the terms 
dictated by victor to vanquished. 

On'the other hand, the tone of Germany’s peace 
proposal was that of a victor offering peace as the 
alternative of destruction, from a victor to the 
vanquished. As a German newspaper aptly ex- 
pressed “the gulf is great” between the opposing 
belligerents. 

There is a crack in the door, however, and 
Presideht Wilson not ohly discerns it, but has 
adopted the only method by which péace may 
enter. He has suggested in a note to all the 
belligerents the submission of peace terms. He 
asks them to state definitely their objects in mak- 
ig war. Knowing what objects each nation has 


in view a basis for comparison, discussion and{ 


ultimately, if common ground can be found; for 
negotiation will be obtained. 

The President disclaims any idea of mediation 
or arbitration at this time. He merely asks for 
definite terms. This is the first step. If Germany 
and her allies are sincere in nce peace, they 
cannot refuse to submit the definite objects they 
are seeking by making war and the attainment 
of which would induce them to accept peace. If 
Great Britain and her allies are sincere in their 
insistence upon terms as a basis of conference, 
they cannot refuse to maleate their own terms in 
definite form. 

Thus the crack may be. widened and a way 
opened to obtain peace upon a foundation of jus- 
tice: and accord which alone will form a basis for 
enduring peace. The President’s effort offers a 
specific end to which the lovers of justice and 
peace everywhere should labor.

THE BETTER NORTH AMERICAN POLIOY. 

At the time the Post-Dispatch made the original 
expOsure three years ago of the jug-handled na- 
ture of the Keokuk contracts, the Mississippi 
River Distributing Co. was the intermediary 
through which the North American holding con- 
cern bought current for about $16.34 per horse- 
power a year and sold the same current.to itself 
with other subsidiaries as nominal purchasers 
at an advance of 25 per cént 

Later the Mississippi River. corporation was 
consolidated under the name “Eléctrical Company 
of Missouri,” with the suburban company serving 
St. Louis County. Now, under a further consoli- 
dation all the assets of this cOnmipany, including 
the right to buy Keokuk current at a lew price 
are to pass to the Union Electric Co. of St. 
Louis. — 

Manager Charlies R. Ruffner gives the pleasing 
assurance that the economies and advantages ac- 
cruing to the Union company from the merger 
are pot to be capitalized, but that on the contrary 
the amount of joint capital of the merged com- 
panies ig to be decreased: The public, he says 
further, is to receive the benefits of the consolida- 
tion. 

The Union Blectric Co. was one of the early 
utilities to abolish deposit requirements, meter 
charges and other irritating extra charges to the 
consumer. Since the fall of 1911 when'the city 
Public Service Commission ordered a decrease in 


its rates, it.hbas made successive voluntary de- 


tréases in the cost of its sérvice.. The innovation 
made by its new policy of cutting out one costly 
set. of incorporated middlemen and abolishing in- 
terldcked directory graft is not only in accord 
with the best utility policy, but is sound, prudent 
fnance, The promise that the public is to partici- 
pate in the benefits made possible by the installa- 
tion at the people’s water power at Keokuk is

‘Just after or during breakfast prep- 
aration the housekeeper removes the 
chicken from the fireless, mixes the 
stuffing with the liquor and fat which 
have cooked out, stuffs the fowl, reserv- 
ing some of the stuffing to be cooked 
around it.

“In anything except sheer muscle ne 
should be stronger and more efficient 
at. that age than at any earlier period 
of his life.’’ 

‘That is the encouragement offered by 
Dr. Claude L. Wheeler, editor of the 
New York Medical Journal, to the new 
movement for capitalizing the man .be- 
tween 45 and 65, the: forlornest figure in 
nodern industry. A commit of 15 
well-known. employers in Chicago have 
united In ’an attempt to find a place for 
this man. -An employment byreau. to 
handle his case has been opened by Ben- 
jamin J. Rosenthal, a Chicago capital- 
ist. 

“We want to upset the fallacious the- 
ory that men between the ages of 45 and 
6) are fit only for the scrap heap,”’ says 
Mr. Rosenthal. “Our ‘survey of unem- 
ployment among men past the age of 4 
has developed a startling fact. I am 
convinced that our man-power efficiency 
has decreased during the last 10 years, 
while our mackine power efficiency has 
increased. Youth is the cry of business. 
Old age and business both suffer.” 

New York Doctor the Foe of Westers 
World Moloch. 

I went to Dr. Wheeler because I 
thought it would be interesting to find 
out if there is any medical basis for our 
cruel cult of youth in industry, which 
reaches for babjes as eagerly as any 
Moloch and scraps men who have scarce- 
ly reached maturity. - For years, in its 
wicods of self-justification, industry has 
quoted Dr. William Osler’s remark about 
the uselessness of men over 4, albeit 
that remark was repeatedly denied by 
Dr. Osler. 

“Medical science does not. support 
the theory of inefficiency of the middle- 
aged man,’ Dr. Wheeler assured me. 
“And all nature gives that theory the 
laugh. Apple blossoms are beautiful and 
sweet-scented, but they are not genar- 
ally considered more valuable than ap- 
ples. Moreover, ve know that if we do 
not leave the blossoms on the trees the 
fruit will not set. Yet we blithely 
consume our young men-and women, in 
the blossom stage of their development 
and throw away the ripe fruit—the men 
between 45 and 6.

“Work involv- 
ing great muscular exertion may be 
given, properly enough, to men between 
2% and #. They are the industrial pio- 
neers, the men fitted to strain nerves 
and sinews. 


“But mind is, or should be, superior 

to matter. The brain, and not the bi- 
ceps, is the valuable factor in modern 
industry. And, far from being dis- 
charged, the man of 45 should be pro- 
muoted to every position which requires 
judgment and experience. 
“The Greeks had the right idea. You 
remember their wise saying, ‘Young men 
for war, old men for counsel.’  Inci- 
dentally, even in the great war in Eu- 
rope, the, leaders are men far beyond 
the industrial deadline, as it is drawn 
by many a short-sighted American em- 
ployer. Practically all the great com- 
manders are over 6. 


“I happened to be in a department 
store the other day. I watched an elder- 
ly clerk—he must have been over fifty— 
sell goods to a woman of about his own 
age. He induced her to purchase several!
